MINIA ARRIVES AT HALIFAX 


C able Ship Recovered Fifteen Bodies 


of T ita n ic Dead. 


H alifax . N. S.. M ay 6.— T h e cable 
ship M ln ia, w h ich relieved the Mac- 
kay-Bennett in the search for bodies of 
T ita n ic victim s near the scene of tho 
disaster, reached here, bringing, ac­ 
cording to the w ireless advices w hich 
have been received, fifteen additional 
bodies. 
Seven teen bodies in all w ere 
recovered by the M ln ia. she reported, 
but tw o of them , supposed to be those 
of

unidentified,

buried at sea.

alone g u ara ntees everlasting lift*. 
To those who have come under the 
sanctifying intliicnce of His W ord our 
Lord says today, as He said to His 
Jew is h 
followers eighteen 
centuries 
ago, “To you it is given to k now the 
Mystery of the Kin gd om of God, but 
to all outside these tilings are spoken 
in parables and dark sayings,

seeing they might not perceive.”
